yFe the United States perfift in the 
opinion, that they ftand in need 
of a Naval Force, they ought ar 
the fame time to direct their atten- 
tion to the means of preferving an 
inviolate neutrality, until their 
population is at leaft tripled, and 
their finznces augmented fo as to 
enable them to conftruéct veffels 
with more facility, and to provide 
ports which can ferve as an afylum 
in cafe of an attack by a fuperier 
and epterprifing enemy. It has 
always appeared incomprehenfible 
tome, why Mr. Adams fhould ev- 
er have thought of creating a Na- 
val Force, without having previ- 
oufly, or at leait at the fame time, 
provided a fafe afylurn for it, For 
if the United States, in fo indefen- 
fible a condition as at prefent, 
fhould be forced into a war with a 


Naval Power, that very Marine 
which has colt them fuch vaft fums 
would become the prey of their en- 
emies, and the immenfe impolis 
levied on their citizens, totally loft. 
Common fenfe points out to 
us, that it isthe policy of Europe, 
and particularly of England,to pre- 
vent the increafe of our national 
importance. We ought, there- 
fore, to be ever watchful, in ordei 
to counteract the means which 
they may employ to effect their 
objeét. tthe United States per- 
fiftin their prefent fyltem, they 
fhould immediately conftruét arfe- 
nals in places naturally defenfible, 
and fufceptible af all the improve- 
ments that fortification can give, 
together with a good navigatiun ; 
in a word, places which would af. 
ford protection :o the veffels alrea- 
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dy conftruled ; for in thofe of ea- 
fy accels, they weuld infallibly be 
deftroyed. At ptefent the United 
States poflefs a number of fine frig- 
ates, and are preparing to conitruct 
feveral {hips of the line. Suappofe 
then, that any portion of thefe 
Ships fhoulel be encountered en 
our coaft by an enemy of fuperior 
force, anti fhould be odliged to 
feek for fafely in a port,pray where 
would thofe veffels find a port in- 
to which the enems could not pur- 
fue, and capture them ?—Ir cer- 
tainly could not be on any af the 
waters of the Chefapeake; for on 
them, there is no refuge from @ 
owerlul and enterpri{ing enemy. 
If it fhould be obferved,:hat the 
principal povrers of Europe have 
not always oppofed the eltablith- 
mentot Naval Forces by certain 
nationsamong themifclves, which 
pofless not thofe advantages of fit- 
vation that the United Siates ce ; 
let it be recollected, that it is to 
preferve what they eall the balances 
of power, that fuch Maritime or 
other forces as are neceliary to that 
equiliorium, ate teftcred at certain 
periods to anfe. But in regard to 
North-Ameriea, the nature ‘a this 
fy{tem is changed. Eurape ts 
well acquainted with the fituatien 
of the United States, and the ad- 
vantages refulting from it; fhe 
knows the vait refources which 
they will ene day have at their dif~ 
pofal, and which aré even now 
rapidly increaling ; and therefore 
cannot be iynoramt of dangers 
which fhe will have te enceunter, 
if the pr —_ ot the U. S:ates 
are permitted to be realized fo feon 
os they wou!ld be, 1f thev were fuf- 
thofe 


fered in trac quiltty to enjoy 


righis to whieh they are entitled, 


The iflands of América, sad 
the countries of the fouthern par 
of this coninent, are fo much ex. 
poled by their proximity ta the 
United States, that thofe porers 
of Eurepe to whom they belong, 
will ever be ffpicious of our hav- 
ing fome defign againft them, in 
proportion to the increafe of onr 
Maritime force. It would feem 
then that the diaies of reafon for- 
bid us to harbour the idea that 
Kurepe would remain tranquil, 
witle we were afluming a pollur 
which threatened her poffeifions 
with fo much danger! —She would 
feek for pretexts, if legitimate Catt 
fes failed her, for involving us in 
a war; by which means fhe would 
endéavor to depsefs, if mot put an 
entire flop to the growing cenfe. 
queaces which (if the U. States 
perliftedin a Naval fy{tem, and 
fucceeded in it) might prove taial 
to hers 2 think, for reafans which 
i have already, advanced, aud 
which I am perfuaded will operate 
fora canfiderable number of years, 
thatthe United Siates couki nat a- 

dopt a more deltructive fyftem, 
than that ef which we are treating. 
They ovght to abandon the idea 
of cunitructing fisets ; which, be- 
fides infpiring ambition, that uni- 
verfal foeto wifdem and juftice, 
often become the means of fap- 
ping the foundation of the belt of 
governments, er an hindrance 
their duratien. 

Tam fully perfuaded, that if the 
United Sates with to live in peace, 
they ought to cooking themsfelves 
tothofe fyflems which pertedtly 
accord wttR their particular frtua- 
tion. 

Ii they had attended to the {pe 
culations of Jefterfon, Frarklio; 
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Madifos, and others, they would 
bave employed many years that 
are pafled, to a better purpofe than 
meddling with the pelitics of 
France or England. 

The true policy of the United 
Siates, for nearly a century to 
come, fhou'd be to dire&t their 
principal intention to one particu- 
lar point. In every meafure 
which they adept, they ought to 
keep in view a peried at which 
their moft advastageous commerce 
will be confined to. Americain. gen- 
eal, whole population even now, 
#NOURts 10 NCar 50,060,608 ; and 
let me add, the confumpfion of 
ihe fouthern part of this continent 
has already become an objet of 
importance. If the United Siates 
purfue fuch cenduét, and above all, 
ifthe government will cherifh the 
various fources of population, they 
will facilitate the means of ex= 
changing the manufa@tured, arti- 
cles which. it is prefumed they will 
poflefs, far the produce and rich. 
meials ef the fouth. Is it not then, 
tHexal to the United States to 
prepare jor this gteat object -——~ 
Aud caa a better plan be adopted, 
ii ercer to cbtain it, than that of 
sg menting theis population ? 
Thus they will the fooner arrive at 
the means of eftablifhing manufac- 
tures, particularly thofe ef Juxu- 
nes ; fince it is true,that among the 
people of the fouth, neither econ- 
omy, nor a.tafte for fimplicity has 
ever prevailed, “The proximity of 
the United’ States to all thefe na- 
ions, infures a fuperfority in the 
lade which may be carried on 
with them ; and if the Europeans 
fall, ai an alter period, difpute 
Hiat fyperiority by force, that will 








be the time when a Marine will bin, Cut-threat, Diforganizer, Dei,

become truly ufeful, and when we 
can more eafily create and fuppoie 
one. 

I flatter myfelf with the idea,that 
inftead of fhutting our doors againft 
emigrants from Europe, a fy{lem 
which was carefully purfued under 
the adminiftration of Mr. Adams, 
by the help of alien bills,&e¢. we 
fhail foon adopt the opinions of 
Mr. Jeferfon, both in that refped, 
and im regard.to the augmentation 
of our population by natural means.

the commerce of America, as for 
the inhabitants of Naples to. ex- 
tinguifh the volcanoes cf the 
neighbouring mountains.
